ATHER Labat is already very well known 

by his New Voyage to the American I/lands, 
which he publifh’d in the year 1722. ‘The pre- 
fent Work is wrote in the fame tafte and man- 
1er with the former ; but it has this confidera- 
ble advantage over it, That it gives us the De- 
{cription and Hiftory of a Country, much lefs 
known than the American lands ; and of which 
we have had hitherto no Accounts which have 
either been exact, or that have enter’d into any 
detail, and given us the particular defcription 
of thofe parts. What makes the principal me- 
rit of this zew Account of Weltern Africa, is, 
that it is wrote from very faithful and authen- 
tick Memoirs, viz. thofe of the India Company 
in France; and particularly thofe of the Sieur 
André Brue, who had for feveral years the dire- 
€tion of the Affairs of that Society, both in 
France

France and Africa. We fhall here therefore 
find, befides an account of the different Nati- 
ons inhabiting thofe Countries, their Religion, 
Manners and Cuftoms, €¢. very particular and 
exact Inftructions relating to the Trade and 
Navigation of thofe parts ; and the Geography 
of the Country, hitherto fo very lame and im- 
perfect, much more tully and exactly laid down 
and delineated. 


The Author begins his Work, with giving 
us the Hiftory of the different Companies and 
Societies, that firft traded to the Weftern Coaft 
of Africa. He fays they were the Norwauns, 
and particularly thofe of Déepe, that firft made 
a Settlement here ; and this above an age be- 
fore the Portugueze ever dream’d of leaving 
their Country, or making any attempts. this 
way ; that is, about the beginning of the 14th 
Century : For the Portugueze did not difcover 
the Ifland of Argun till 1444. Of all the Sete 
tlements the Normans had made upon the Coaft 
of Africa, there remained none in their poffei- 
fion at the beginning of the fixteenth Century, 
befides that ot Senegal, or Niger. ‘The Com- 
pany of Déepe and Rowen fubfifted till 1664, 
when they were obliged to fell their fettlements 
and effects, and yield up their trade to a new 
fociety that was that year tormed, that bore the 
name of the Wef-India Company. From that 
time we may reckon fix companies of Sennegall, 
who have all fucceeded upon the ruins one of 
another, or by the decay and misfortunes of their 
predeceffors, ‘The firft of thefe, fays F. Labat, 
imagin’d, that to do any thing to purpofe, they 
muft do all; and that to make their trade turn 
‘to fufficient account, they muft engrofs and drive

the whole trade of the nation. A too great de- 
fire of gain, and exceffive covetoufnefs, foon 
ruined all their vaft projeéts. He obferves like 
a man of true judgment and penetration, in the 
fame manner, the feveral faults, that fucceffive- 
ly ruined the other Companies ; and gives very 
wife and judicious advices to avoid the precipice, 
and how to make folid and lafting eftablifhments. 
Laft ofall, the Indza Company that was formed 
in France in the month of Auguft 1407, entred 
upon all the rights and privileges of the old 
Eaft-India Company, and {o added the trade of 
the Eaf to that of the We. In 1718, they pur- 
chafed for the fum of 1600000 French Livres, alt 
the rights and privileges, forts and fettlements, 
€3c. of the Company of SENNEGALL: ** And now 
“ they are in poffeffion of all the trade of the 
“© kingdom of France. This new fociety is con- 
*° ducted, adds our Author, by fuch wife and 
‘© induftrious perfons, of fuch knowledge, pro- 
“© bity, and experience, as is fufficient to make 
“‘ them fucceed in the greateft enterprizes ; fo 
“* that we have no reafon to doubt, that profi- 
** ting as they will, by the faults of their pre- 
“© deceffors, and improving upon their experi- 
** ence, and trading with an infinitely greater 
“€ ftock than they ever had, and having befides 
“* all the protection and encouragement from 
“S the government, they can wifh or defire : 
© they will not only fucceed and anfwer, but far 
“€ furpafs any expectations that have been con- 
“© ceived of them.” 


After this general account of the ftate of 
Jrade in France, F. Labat proceeds to treat 
particularly of that upon the African coaft, from 
Cape le Blanc, which lies 20 degrees 30 feconds 
Nor- 
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Northern latitude to the river Serre/ione, whofe 
head or {pring is in the 7oth deg. and 3oth fec. 
of the fame latitude. For fuch is the extent 
of the Grant made to the Royal Company of 
Sennegall, into the poffeffion of all whofe rights 
and grants the Ea/?-India Company now {fuc- 
ceeds: which is an extent of about 12 degrees 
of latitude, and more, becaufe of the Capes and 
deep Bay’s that are found upon that coaft ; 
which makes above 240 leagues. The Com- 
pany has had hitherto not above eight Settle- 
ments, either upon the coaft, or up in the coun- 
try, or upon the Rivers and Iflands. 

' That which ftands furtheft North, and very 
near Cape Blanc, is the Fort Arguin, and the 
Factory of Portendic. ‘The feveral fates and re- 
volutions this Fort has undergone, which has 
been a long time difputed, often taken and re- 
taken; but of which the French now remain 
mafters, and this ever fince the year 1724, by 
the valour and conduct of Mr. Peter de Sal- 
vert ; take up a great part of the firft Vo- 
lume. 

_ The fecond Settlement the French made 
there, was that upon the I/land of St. Lewis, 
in the river of Seunegal, or the Niger. This, 
tho’ here named the fecond, is the firft and 
oldeft of all the French fettlements in thofe 
parts, and the ufual feat and place of refidence 
of the principal Director, and Commander in 
chief there. 

The third Settlement they have, is in the 
kingdom of Galam, upon the river Sennegal, at 
the diftance of about 300 leagues from its fource 
and origin. 

The fourth is that at Fort Gorée, fome leagues 


diftance from Cape Verd.

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The fifth is named Foua/: It ftands upon the 
coaft, between Fort Gorce, and the river Cam- 
bia. 

The fixth is A/breda, upon the river Cambia. 

The feventh is Bintan, upon the river Gere- 
ges. 

The eighth is upon the Ifland of Bzffeaux. 

This is the foundation and fubjeét of the 
whole Work ; and upon each of thefe, the Au- 
thor enters into a very inftructive and curious 
detail of all that is remarkable relating to them ; 
but fuch, as it is impoffible for us to follow 
him, by reafon of the narrow bounds to which 
we are here confin’d. We fhail only therefore 
feleét a few paffages, from amongft the reft, to 
give an idea of his manner of writing, and 
treating this fubject ; referring thofe, who 
would be more fully and particularly inftru&ted 
in the nature, trade and produce of thofe Coun- 
tries, to the original itfelf. 


The Gum, commonly called Arabick Gum, 
comes now only froin Arguin or Seunegall, fince 
the Freuch have render’d themfelves mafters of 
it ; except a {mall quantity that the inhabitants 
of the country fometimes bring from Arabia, 
They endeavour, from a principle of covetouf- 
nefs ufual among Merchants, to extol and pre- 
fer it tar above that which is brought from Afri- 
ca, tho’ in reality no ways fuperior to it. And 
his countrymen, F. Labat fays, are generally fo 
unreafonable, and eafily impofed upon, as to 
chufe to buy this at a much greater price, rather 
than that which comes from Africa, and which 
is fold. much cheaper. It being a general bad 
cultom prevailing among them, to efteem more 
what comes from more diftant countries and 
{tran- 
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{trangers, and to defpife what is of their own 
growth, and nearer home: a cuftom this infi- 
nitely prejudicial totrade, andthe good of their 
country. Upon which fubject, F. Labat has 
often given them many fruitlefs leffons and ad- 
monitions. This trade of Gum, tho’ it may 
appear trivial, is yet of great importance, and 
the moft confiderable branch of trade that is 
Carried on at Sewzuegal. And indeed, its ule is 
very large and extenfive. Phyficians pretend, 
it is pectoral, moiftening and refrefhing ; that 
it gives confiftence to the humours, when they 
become too ferous: ‘That it cures the rheum, 
after it has received a tin¢ture of barley-fugar ; 
as is practifed at B/ofs, where there is continu- 
ally a vaft fale and demand for fuch like Mede- 
cines and Conferves. They pretend alfo, it is 
a fpecifick for ftopping a flux of bloods in the 
dyfentery, and for the piles, and hemorrha- 
gies. 

But ’tis principally in the manufature of va- 
rious ftuffs, and the feveral dying materials, that 
a large quantity of it is confum’d, and its chief 
ufe and excellence confifts. F. Labat here {pe- 
cifies and enumerates the feveral qualities it 
ought to have, and that mark its goodnefs. He 
defcribes the trees upon which it grows, the fo- 
refts where they are planted, the people that 
manage them, and the double harveft they eve- 
ry year produce ; the manner they trade, the 
price they coft, the duty they pay to the Gover- 
nor of Arguin ; the cuftom or impoft paid to 
the Prince of the country ; in a word, every 
thing relating to this branch of the com- 
merce. 

The three Nations, with whom they trade 
for this commodity, are by F, Labat indiffe- 

Cc 4 rently 
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rently termed Moors, or Arabs. He does not 
determine here, whether they are defcended 
from the ancient inhabitants of the country, 
or from thofe Arabs and Saracens that over- 
{pread Africa, about the middle of the feventh 
century, and carried on their conquefts to the 
Weftern coaft. However that is, they have 
preferved the religion, manners and cuftoms of 
the Afiatick Arabs; and particularly that of li- 
ving by robbery and pillage. They are all Ma- 
bometans, and acknowledge the King of Morocco 
for their Sovereign. ‘The Author continues, in 
his X XI{t Chapter, the account of the manners 
and cuftoms of the Arabians: He treats alfo 
here of their camels, and {al armoniac, another 
commodity of that country ; and informs us of 
their having no Phyficians among them, for 
which he extremely commends them, and feems 
very much to envy their happinefs. 

The voyages of the Arabians to the kingdoms 
of Yombut, of Gago and Galam, are a fecret 
and myftery, that has hitherto been but little 
known or difcover’d. Thefe kingdoms are re- 
mote from their habitations, at leaft fix or fe- 
ven hundred leagues ; and they muft, in going 
thither, pafs over a dry Wildernefs of at leaft 
200 leagues, call’d the /andy Ocean, where they 
can find no water but what is very bad, and 
this too only in two parts of it. What can in- 
duce them then to fuch great labour and fa- 
tigue ? What is certain, is, that they find gold 
there, and bring it from thence. There needs 
nothing elfe, effectually to engage them to 
undertake fo dangerous and laborious a voy- 
ape : eS re ane 
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---- Quid non mortalia pettora cogis, 
Auri facra fames ? 
Virg. JEn. B. IIT. ver. 56. 


F. Labat, on this occafion, exhorts the di- 
rectors. of the company to undertake fo profita- 
ble a Commerce ; and he propofes to them what 
he judges the moft proper and effeétual means 
to fucceed therein. Befides gold, they bring 
alfo from thence very fine ivory, musk, civet, 
bezoar and flaves. 

The twenty-third and laft Chapter is not the 
Jeaft curious. The Author treats of their am- 
Ler, and particularly of amber-gris, that noble 
perfume, of fo agreeable a flavour. He gives 
the different opinions of authors of its origin 
and formation, which are moft, or all of them, 
but very doubtful and uncertain conjectures ; the 
feveral ways of finding and gathering it. He 
infifts longeft upon the opinion of an Engli/h 
Writer, an account of which Mr. Monconis firft 
brought to France, viz. that it is a compound 
made of the fticks of wax, and honey: And 
that all the agreeable qualities and perfections 
we find, and fo much admire in it, are only 
owing to the agitation of the Sea-falts, in con- 
junétion with the heat of the Sun. ‘Tho’ this 
opinion is not without its peculiar doubts and 
difficulties : But it fignifies little to difpute about 
what lies fo much in the dark ; nor need our 
ignorance of its nature and origin, hinder us 
from enjoying whatever it has that is ufeful and 
agreeable in life. 


In the fecond Volume, we have sn account 
of the feveral animals that are the produce ot 
“* ’ é ‘ ba ‘ this 
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this country ; fuch as oftriches, lions and tigers, 
€6c. which make all a part of the African trade: 
The feathers of the one, and skins of the other, 
making a confiderable branch of their com- 
merce. But as thefe animals are now generally 
known, both from large defcriptions that have 
been given in other books, and by feveral of 
them that have been brought over, and feen 
here; we fhall pafs over this part of the work, 
with only mentioning one property of the skin 
of a lion, that had efcaped the obfervation of 
all former Authors, and which may be of ufe. 
It is, that it for ever banifhes all rats and mice 
from any place where it is Kept or laid up. Paul 
Lucas, fince his return from his laft voyage, 
was the firit who made this experiment ; which 
he found always to fucceed, and never once ob- 
ferv'd it to fail. 

To thefe animals, F. Labat has added an 
account of the Jezoar, the czvet-cat, the cro- 
codile, the antelope, &c. He defcribes all 
their feveral qualities and properties, their 
ufes in medicine, and all other occafions of 
Jife. He criticizes and examines what former 
Authors have faid of them; refutes their errors 
and miftakes, and adds fuch new obfervations 
and difcoveries, as have been made fince, or 
they had omitted. 

He enumerates and examines, with the fame 
ftriét care and attention, the other commodi- 
ties that are brought from Africa, or might be 
brought thence ; fuch as éucenfe, aloes, tidico, 
myrrb, maftic, &c. He gives on this head, ve- 
ry neceffary and ufeful inftructions, either for 
carrying on, or improving and perfecting this 
trade. F. Labat complains very much, that his 
countrymen don’t make the vaft extent of ter-= 
ritories, 
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ritories, and large poffeffions they have in 4fri- 
ca, turn to fo good an account as they eafily 
might. 


The reft of this Volume contains a large and 
curious defcription of Seunegal/, of the Ilands 
and Settlements the French India-Company have 
there ; of the Lands that furround ir, and the 
Negroes that inhabit them. In treating of thofe 
Negroes, F. Labat makes a long differtation up- 
on the caufe of the colour that diftinguithes then. 
He relates all the different opinions, and the 
feveral hypothefes that have been matt, in or- 

der to account for this fingular phenomenon ; 
but without deciding in favour of any of them. 
The notion of thofe who afcribed it to the heat 
of the climate, has been long given up and ex- 
ploded, fince the experience of many ages has 
fhewn us, that the Blacks continue always black, 
whatever country they inhabic, and their chil- 
dren and pofterity the fame, it their father and 
mother were both fuch; as the white people 
continue always white, ora little tawn’d at moft, 
how long foever they ftay and refide in the Ne- 
groes country ; nor co their children ever con- 
tract the colour, or other qualities. Réolanus 
pretended, that it was wholly owing to the E- 
pidermis, and thought he difcover’d this by the 
diffe€tion of a Negroe. Monfieur Afalpighi, 
and Monfieur Littre, afcribe it to the Cut7s Re- 
ticularis being impregnated with a black juice, 
according to the former ; or formed in fuch a 
manner as to produce this colour, according to 
the fyftem of the latter. But none of thofe ac- 
presi folve the difficulty ; fince we ftill want 
to know why all the men of this race, and they 
only, are thus made and form’d. But how ma-~ 
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ny things are we ignorant of, that concern us 
infinitely more to know ? We muft therefore 
fet fome bounds to our curiofity. Thefe Ne- 
groes, F. Labat fays, as to their religion, pro- 
fefs a fort of Mahometanifm, which they have 
drefs’d up after a peculiar manner and fafhion 
of their own, very different from that in Afia 
and Europe. ‘They practife circumcifion, and 
have feveral other cuftoms and ceremonies, 
which the Author enters here into a particu- 
lar detail and relation of. But for a further ac- 
count of thefe, we muft refer the Reader to 
the original ; this Article having already exceed- 
ed its juft bounds.

The INTRODUCTION. 


"TE defign of this, is to be inftead of a per- 

petual Guide and Monitor to a young Stu- 
dent, till he takes a degree. I fuppofe him 
not without a Tutor to direét, inftruét, and 
admonifh him as occafion may require; but bea 
| Tutor never fo diligent with any confiderable 
= number of Pupils, he cannot be fo particular and 
frequent in his Inftruétions and Advice to each 
| of them as might be wifhed, or may be neceffa- 
| ry to their well doing : To remedy this incon- 
| venience, I have drawn up this Syftem or Ma- 
| nual of Rules and Directions, to be ready at 
| hand for a young Student’s ufe, from the time 
| of his firft coming to College. He will find 
here more perhaps than any Tutor can have 
time to fay to every one of his Pupils ; and 
| this {mall Treatife lying on the Table before 
_ him, may ferve better than a Tutor’s repeating 
| and inculcating fuch Advices a thoufand times 
| over: or if a Futor is abfent, or bufy, or for- 
getful, or indifpos’d, or any other ways hinder’d, 
the Student may go on in his bufinefs and his 
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duty, if he will but carefully obferve the Rules 
that are here prefcrib’d. It is I am afraid too 
true, That many young Students mifcarry, ma- 
king little or no progrefs in their ftudies, or 
throwing them entirely afide, and giving them- 
felves up to Idlenefs and Debauchery, for want 
of being put into a good Method at firft, or 
of a right underftanding of what they ought to 
do: For, being at a lofs how to begin, and 
where to proceed ; they perhaps throw away a 
great deal of time, either in fruitlefs or impro- 
per ftudies, or in doing nothing at all: And 
being tird of this, they afterwards feek out 
other paftimes, and falling in with bad Com- 
pany, take ill courfes, and fo run head-long to 
their Own ruin. 

If the ufe of thefe Papers may any ways 
ferve to prevent fuch fatal mifcarriages, and 
help any young Student to be both a better 
Man, and a better Schclar than otherwife he 
might be, (Cand it is to be hop’d that with 
God’s bleffing, and due care, they may) then 
the defign of them is fufficiently anfwer’d, in 
obtaining fo good an end. 


I fhall begin with fome few Advices and Di- 
rections to a good and fober Life; and after- 
wards proceed to lay down a Method of Study, 
with f{pecial Rules and Inftruétions relating 
thereto. 


CHAP. IL. 
Directions for a religious and fober Life. 
IT is not my defign to give you your whole 


duty towards God, your Neighbour, and your- 
felf ; 
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felf ; which would be too large a task, and i 
needlefs, becaufe you may find it done 2 dca 
by many excellent Authors in print; fome of 
which you fhould conftantly have by you. You 
are to confider, that you are fent to the Uni- 
verfity, to be train’d up for God’s glory, and to 
be good in the world: Remember therefore, 
and above all things, to ferve your Creator night 
and day. This is your greateft wifdom, and 
will be your greateft happinefs.: Without this, 
you mult be wretched and miferable, both now 
and for ever. Endeavour then firft to be re/j- 
gious, next to be Jearned : It is fomething to be 
a good Scholar ; but it is much more to be a 
good Chriftian. A fober man, with but a mo- 
derate fhare of Learning, will be always more 
preferable in the fight of God, and of man too, 
or however of ali wife men, than the moft learn- 
ed, if he wants grace or goodnefs. Now in or- 
der to live a religious and fober life, obferve 
conftantly and carefully the following directi- 
ons. 


1. Be conftant, Morning and Evening, to 
the Prayers at Chapel: This is a plain and ne- 
ceffary duty ; and no young Student can rea- 
fonably hope for God’s blefling on his ftudies, 
or any thing elfe, who flights and neglects ic. 
Cuftom will make rifing in the morning both 
eafy and pleafant, provided you go to fleep in: 
due time; which you fhould by all means do. 
Never fit up late at night, no not to ftudy ; for 
befides that Learning fo got, is too dearly 
bought, at the expence of your health or eye- 
fight ; Sitting up late, will ‘certainly — you 
to mifs Prayers the next morning, or perhaps 


make you fleep over them, and "dill you 
all 
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all the day, and fo hinder your progrefs in 
ftudy, much more than a few hours can fur- 
ther it. 


2. Befides publick Prayers, be fure always to 
ufe in your Chamber fome fhort private Devo- 
tions: Have fome Book of Devotion for this 
purpofe, fuch as the whole Duty of Man, or 
Taylor’s Golden Grove, or Prayers usd by King 
William, in12°. or the XIVth Volume of Arch- 
bifhop Zihot/on’s Sermons ; at leaft fo long, as 
till you can gain a facility of praying extem- 
pore, which may be very proper in fuch private 
Addreffes, when you can do it readily. 


g. Read a Chapter of the O/d or New Tefta- 
ment (but oftner of the New) every morning, 
before you kneel down to pray : This will pre- 
pare you better for devotion, and take up but 
little time. Do the fame at night: Half an 
hour may ferve for each ; and this will be no 
hindrance to your ftudies, or however fo {mall, 
that it is not worth confidering, in comparifon 
of the great benefit you will reap by it ; and 
God will blefs you the more for it, enabling 
you to become both a wifer and-a better man. 


4. Have two or three religious Books to read 
at fit Seafons, for your inftruétion and improve- 
ment in Piety and Holinefs ; and perufe them 
often. 'Thofe before mention’d, with Thomas 
a Kempis, and Goodman's Winter-Evenings Con- 
ference, and the Gentleman Infirutted, may per 
haps be fufficient. 


5. Never go to any Tavern, or Ale-Houfe, 
unlefs fent for by fome Country-Friend ; and 
then ftay not long there, nor drink more than 
is convenient. 

6. Co- 
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6. Covet not a large and general Acquaint- 
ance ; but be content with a very few Vifitants, 
and let thofe be good. Time is too precious, 
to be thrown away upon Company and Vifits: 
Befides, there is danger of having your mind 
drawn off from your ftudies, or of being led 
afide by bad Example or Converfation. 


7. Stay not out of your College beyond the 
regular hour, on any confideration whatever ; 
If you once break the ru/e, when there feems 
to be good reafon for it, you will be inclin’d to 
do it, when there is no fuch reafon for it: It 
is therefore much better to fubmit now and 
then to an inconvenience, than to break in up- 
on a fix’d and fated rule. Come in always be- 
fore the gates are fhut, winter and fummer ; 
and before Nine of the Clock conftantly, when 
your Tutor expects you at Lettures in his 
Chamber. 


8. I muft ina particular manner advife you 
to be obliging and yielding to your Seniors in 
College, for the fake of peace and order: Bear 
with fome little rudenefs, and fome imperious 
carriage, if any be fo foolifh as to ufe them to- 
wards you: Not but that you may have redrefs 
upon any the leaft grievance, by complaining to 
your Tutor ; yet it is better to yield and com- 
ply in fome fmall matters, which will fhew a 
good temper, and make you mightily beloved, 
and then you will have little or no occafion for 
complaints. Depend upon it, Good-nature and 
Civility will by degrees gain the Love of all, 
and will make you very eafy amongft your Com- 
panions. 


9. Keep yourfelf employ’d, excepting at thofe 
times that are allow’d for recreation. Avoid 
DECEMBER 1729, Dd idle- 
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iriienefs, otherwife called Jounging : When you 
think you have nothing to do, you will be eafi- 
ly drawn to do ill, Talenefs is the fore-runner 
of Vice, and the firft ftep to Debauchery: You 
muft theretore ufe yourfelf to bufinefs, and ne- 
ver give way to lazinefs and floth. And that 
you may not be at a lofs what to do, and how 
to employ yourfelf ; I fhall next proceed to cut 
you out work, and to direct you how to begin 
and go on with it. 


CHAP. II. 
A Method of Study. 


YOUR Studies fhould be of three kinds, 
and all of them carried on together, conveni- 
ent and proper feafons being allow’d to every 
one. Philofophy, Claffical Learning and Divi- 
nity are the three kinds I mean. I omit Law 
and Phyfick, becaufe I fuppofe you are defign’d 
for a Divine. As to the Students of Law and 
Phyfick, becaufe they are but few, it will be 
eafy for a Tutor to give particular Directions to 
fuch by word of mouth, fo far as concerns them 
in Diftin€tion from his other Pupils. ‘The Ge- 
nerality of Students are intended to be Clergy- 
men, and as fuch muft take the Arts in their way ; 
they muft be acquainted with Mathematicks, 
Geography, Aftronomy, Chronology, and other 
Parts of Phyficks ; befides Logick, Ethicks and 
Metaphyficks, all which I comprehend under 
the general Name of Philofophy, as being 
Parts of it, or neceflary by way of Introdutti- 
onto it. To Claffical Learning, I refer the ftu- 
ay of the Languages, and of Oratory, Hiftory, 

Poetry, 
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Poetry, and the like ; and all thefe are prepa- 
rations to Divinity, or fubfervient to it. I fhall 
treat of them feverally in a diftin¢t Chapter, fo 
far as is neceflary to my defign ; and afterwards 
give you a general Scheme of the Method to 
be us’d, the Time to be allow’d, and Books to 
be read, with other matters relating to them. 


CHAP. Iii. 
Directions for the Study of Philofopby. 


1. BEGIN not with Philofophy, till your 
Tutor has read Leétures to you init: It is not 
eafy to underftand, withcut a Matter ; and Time 
is too precious, to be thrown away fo, efpeci- 
ally when it may be ufefully laid out upon Claf- 
ficks, At firft, after you have been at Philofo- 
phy-Leéctures, look no further than the Lecture 
Book, without fpecial directions from your Tu- 
tor, or this Paper : It will be time mif-fpent, 
to endeavour to go further than you can under- 
{tand: Get your Leéture well every day ; and 
that may be fufficient in thefe ftudies, for the 
firft half-year at leaft. 


2. Set afide your Mornings and Evenings for 
Philofophy, when you begin to underftand it ; 
leaving your Afternoons for Clafficks : The for- 
mer are ftudies which require a cool clear head, 
and therefore Mornings efpecially are the fitteft 
time for them. 


3. After you come to have a competent know- 
ledge in Philofophy, take fhort Notes of any 
Queftion which you find difcufs’d in any Au- 
thor : Set down the Queftion in a little Paper- 
book, and under it the name of the Book, with 
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the chapter, or page: By this means, if you 
have been diligent, in two or three years time, 
you will have a Colle€tion of the moft confide- 
rable Queftions in Philofophy, and will know 
upon occafion what Books to confult upon any 


Queftion. 


4. Set a mark in the margin of your Book, 
when you do not underftand any thing, and 
confult other Books which may help to explain 
it : Or if you cannot thus mafter the difficulty, 
apply to fome Friend that can, or to your 


Tutor. 






CHAP. IV. 
General Diretiions for the Study of Clafficks. 





1. LET your Afternoons, as much of them 
as can be fpared from Afternoon-Leétures, if 


you have any, be fpent in reading Claffick Au- 
thors, Greek and Latin. 


2. Begin with thofe mention’d in this Paper, 
taking them as they lie: Read the firft through, 
before you begin the fecond, and fo on, unlefs 
you are very much {traiten’d in your time. 


3. Read not too faft, but be fure to under- 
ftand fo far as you have read : One Book care- 
fully read over, and thoroughly underftood, will 
improve you more, than twenty huddled over 
in hafte, in a carelefs manner. Pafs by no dif- 
ficulty, but confult Di¢tiouaries, Lexicons, and 
Notes ; and if none of thefe anfwer your doubts, 
enquire of fome Friend, or your Tutor. 
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4. Some Books may be laid afide, after they 
have been once carefully read over and under- 
ftood ; Others muft be read over and over, for 
Patterns and Models to form your own Stile by 
in profe or verfe: Of the latter fort are three 
efpecially, and thofe perhaps are enough ; Ze-~ 
rence, Tully, Virgil. 

5. Be provided with fome Books of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities, which you may once 
read over, and afterwards confult upon occa- 
fion. Kennet’s Roman Antiquities, and Potter's 
Greek Antiquities, may fuffice : Or you may add 
to them Echard’s Roman Hiftory, and Danet’s 
Diétionary ; the firft to be read over, the other 
to be look’d into only as you meet with any dif- 
ficulty. 


6. Have a Quarto Paper-book for a Common- 
place, to refer any thing curious to ; any Ele- 
gancies of Speech, any uncommon Phrafes, or 
any remarkable Sayings : This will keep you 
from fleeping over your book, will awaken your 
attention and obfervation, be a great help to 
your memory : And tho’ I do not fuppofe but 
that it may be thrown afide after two or three 
years, when your Judgment is riper, and when 
the Obfervations you have made at firft, ceafe 
to feem new or extraordinary ; yet fuch a Book 
will be of great ufe to you in the mean time. 
I fpeak this, becaufe fome perhaps may con- 
demn Common-place Books, as being generally 
ufelefs in a few years ; But regard not that ; you 
muft begin-with little things, if you would do 
any thing great ; and it will be a pleafant thing 
to you, to obferve how you improve. 


”. Endeavour in your Exercife, Profe or 
Verfe, not to capy out, but to imitate and vary 
Dd 3 the 
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the moft fhining Thoughts, Sentences or Figures 
which you meet with in your reading. When 
you are toto make an Oration, read one of Zul- 


dy’s before-hand oii a fimilir Subject ; confider 
the argumentative Par! felf, which Freigzas’s 
Analytical Notes will atiift vou in; and then you 


will be! aiftinguiih cae Ornaments which Orato- 
ry adds, and the Art of rang ug and managing 
each Topick, and become able ro imitate him, 
allowing forthe diflereuce of the Subject : how- 
ever, the bare reading of his Compofitions will 
make your ihoughts more tree, and more juft 
than otherwife. Thus Zu//ly improv’d by De- 
moftbenes, and Vere?l by Homer ; notto mention 
any other Aucient or Modern, who have thus 
made excellent Ufe of their reading in their 
Ccmpofitions. 


8. It wou’d be very convenient for you to 
have a Map betore you, and chronological Ta- 
bles, when you read any Hiftory ; as fometimes 
it may be requifite in Books of Oratory and Poe 
etry. You may be taught in an hour or two’s 


time, by your Tutor, how to ufe the Maps or 
Tables, 


CHAR V. 


General Direétions for Divinity. 





SOME Foundations fhould be laid in Di- 
vinity, in the firft four years, for thefe reae 
fons : 


1. Becaufe many defigu for Orders, foon after 
they take a degree ; and muft therefore be pre- 
par’d in that time, or not at all. 

2. Bee 
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2. Becaufe it will require a long time to be 
but competently skill’d in Divinity ; and there- 
fore it fhould be begun with very early: And if 
it be not, it will hardly be carried to any great 
perfection afterwards. 


3. It is very good for a Student to have all 
along in his eye what he is defign’d for, and to 
{pend fome part of his Time and Thoughts up- 
on it. Neverthelefs I would allow no more than 
the {pare hours in Swudays and Holidays. If 
fuppofe time may be found in each of them for 
reading and abridging two Sermons, as I {hall 
direét hereatter. The preparatory Studies of 
Philofophy and Claflicks, muft not be neglected 
for Divinity, for the firft four years ; for they 
are the Foundation, without which a man can 
hardly be a judicious, *tis certain he cannot be 
a learned Divine: I therefore allow all other 
time except Sundays and Holidays to thefe, and 
them to Divinity: Only I fhould advife fuch as 
defign immediately to leave the Univerfity, and 
take Orders, to allow fomething more to the 
laft ; their Mornings to Philofophy, Afternoons 
to Clafficks, and Nights and Holidays to Divi- 
nity ; or however to the reading the beft Eng- 
lifo Writers, fuch as Temple, L’ Eftrange, Collier, 
and other mafters of Thought and Stile. I could 
give feveral reafons for this ; but they are very 
obvious and eafy to be underftood, from what I 
fhall obferve prefently about Eig/7/b Sermons. 


I muft be larger in my Advices about D:7- 
nity, than I have been about the two tor ser; 
becaufe the Method I propofe may feci 
haps new and frange, and the realons tor : 
fuficiently underftood without particular Ex) 


cation. 
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i advife by all means to begin with Englifb 
Sermons ; the reafons for it are thefe: 


1. They are the eafieft, plaineft and moft en- 
tertaining of any Books of Divinity ; and there- 
fore fitteft for young Beginners. 


z. They contain as much and as good Divi- 
nity as any other Difcourfes whatever, and might 
be digefted into a better Body of Divinity than 
any that is yet extant. 


The reading of them, befides the know- 
ledge of Divinity, teaches the beft method of 
making Sermons in the eafieft manner, by exam- 
ple, and furnifhes a man infenfibly with words 

and phrafes fuitable to the Pulpit, making him 
mafter of the Exgli/b Stile and Language. 


4. When any one has read over and abridg’d 
moft of the beft Eng/ifb Sermons, he will have 
good Hints in great number upon any particu- 
Jar Subject, and be prepar’d to treat of it with 
judgment, accuracy, and in a good method. 
But becau fe the abridging of Sermons may be 
thought a tedious and painful work ; I fhall obe 
Viate the objection, by fhewing what I mean, 
and giving a Specimen of it.

Here you have the Divifions, and Sub-divi- 
fions, the Subftance of the whole Sermon in a 
very little compafs; And by having it thus in 
little, you will both comprehend and retain it 
better. Do thus with two Sermons every Sunz- 
day and Holiday, which need not take up more 
than three hours; and in three or four years 
time, you can hardly imagine how much it will 
profit and improve you in practical Divinity ;

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and of how great ufe it will be to you ever af- 
ter, if you have been careful in your three firft 
years to read over and abridge moft of the beft 
Sermons in print, as I fhall point out to you. 
Next endeavour to get a general View of the 
feveral Controverfies on foot, from Bennet’s 
Books ; and fome knowledge of Church-Hifory, 
from Mr. Echard and Du Pin’s compendious Hi- 
frory of the Church, in three Volumes 8vo ; and 
then if you have time, undertake Peay/on on 
the Creed, and Burnet on the Articles. But I 
fhall be more particular in appointing what 
Books are to be read, in the following Pages. 


CHAP. VI. 


A Courfe of Studies, Philofophical, Claffical, and 
Divine, for the firft four years. 


HAVING given general Directions for 
your Studies of three kinds ; I fhall now fhew 
you more particularly what Books are to be 
read, and in what order ; and appoint you your 
work for every year, till you take a Degree. 


I begin the Year with Fanuary, though few 
come fo early to College: If you happen to 
come later, yet begin with the Books firft fet 
down, and take the reft in order, without mind- 
ing what Months are appointed for them; on- 
ly keep as near as may be to the proportion of 
Time fet for the reading of them. 


One thing more I muft note, viz. That I 
do not expeé& one and the fame Task fhould 
ferve for all Capacities : Some may be able to

do more, others lefs than I have prefcrib’d ; but 
Jet all do what they can: The former may read 
many other Books befides thofe here mention’d, 
as they have leifure, and as their own Fancy 
and Judgment may lead them: The latter may 
be content with only fome part of what is here 
fet down; or, by the Advice of their Tutor, 
chufe fome fhorter and eafier way of getting a 
moderate fhare of Learning, fuited to their 
Circumftances and Capacities. 





Upon the whole ; Let the Method prefcrib'd 
be 2 genera} ftanding Rule, to fteer the Courfe 
of your Studies by. Where Exceptions are ne- 
ceflary, your own prudence, or your Tutor 
will tell you what to do. 
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Remarks ou the Book mention’d in the firft Cos 
lumn of the firft Year. 


WELLS’s Arithmetick. This Book is de 
fign’d for an Introduction to Mathemiaticks, and 
is one of the fhorteft and plaineft in its kind ; 
and becaufe Arithmetick and Geometry are re- 
quifite to a thorough Knowledge in Philofophy, 
I refer them to that Head. Euclid may follow, 


or be begun at the fame time with the former, 


if your Tutor reads Leétures in it; otherwife 
let it alone till he does. I fhall not trouble you 
with the Reafons why I prefer Euclid to any 
other Elements of Geometry, as moft proper to 
begin with ; fee Mr. Whi/ton’s Preface to Zacquet, 
with which IJ agree entirely, for other Reafons 
befides thofe there mention’d. You may, if you 
have time, when you have gone through five or 
fix Books in Euclid, take Pardie’s Geometry, 
and Weils’s join’d to his Arithmetick, and you 
will be pleas’d to find the fame thing you have 
learnt before in a different and fomewhat fhorter 
method ; befides fome other things, which will 
be new and diverting. Burger/dicius, 1 fuppofe, 
may by this time be read by your Tutor ; other- 
wife concern not yourfelf with it, the ufe of it 
chiefly lying in explaining words and terms of 
Art, efpecially to young Beginners. As to the 
true Art of reafoning, it will be better learnt af- 
terwards by other Books, or come by ufe, or 
imitation : The moft proper way will be to read 
reafoning Authors, to converfe with your Equals 
freely upon Subjects you have read, and now 
and then to abridge a clofe written Difcourfe 
DECEMBER 1729. Ee upon

upon other Subjects, as well as Sermons. The 
Conduét of the Underftanding is admirably 
taught by Mr. Locke in a pofthumous Difcourfe 
that bears his Name. ‘The Study of the Ma- 
thematicks will help more towards it chan any 
Rules of Logick. Wells's Trigonometry may 
now be read; Newton’s may be join’d with it, 
being very fhort ; but I fuppofe your Tutor to 
help you inboth. ‘Trigonometry is very necef- 
fary to prepare you for the reading of Aftrono- 
my, which cannot be competently underftood 
without it. Some Infight into other Parts of the 
Mathematicks, particularly Conick Seétions, if 
you have Time and Inclinations for it, may be 
highly ufeful, and you may carry on Mathema- 
ticks and Philofophy together through the whole 
four Years. I fuppofe you have fome Notion 
of Algebra, from the rudiments of it briefly laid 
down in /Veil/s’s Arithmetick ; but it would now 
be very proper to advance fomewhat further in 
it, for the better underftanding the Books of 
Philofophy mention’d hereafter. 


Remarks on the Books contain’d in the fecond 
Column. 





TERENCE is as eafy as any to begin 
with, and the moft proper, becaufe you muft 
read it very often, to make yourfelf mafter of 
familiar and pure Latin. Xenophon comes next, 
as being pure and eafy Greek ; and you are to 
take care fo to read alternately the Greek and 
Latin Authors, that you may improve in both 
Languages. By the way, let me here mention 
one thing relating to the HeHenifical ae! :

{t would not be improper to bring your Septu.- 
gint with you to Chapel every day, to read the 
Leffons in Greek. I need not add any thing 
about the other Clafficks in this Column, the 
reafons being much the fame with what hath 
been obferv’d of the two firft ; but read over 
the general Directions given for the Study of 
Clafficks, and apply them as you fee occafion. 


Remarks on the third Column. 


IT being almoft indifferent what Sermons 
are read firft, provided they be good, I have 
not been curious about placing them. If fome 
of thefe Sermons may be fooner had than o- 
thers, begin with which you pleafe. A fhort 
Character of the Sermons is this: Sdarp’s, Cz- 
Jamy’s and Blackall’s, are the beft Models for 
an eafy, natural and familiar way of writing. 
Sprat is fine, florid and elaborate in his Stile, 
artful in his Method, and not fo open as the 
former, but harder to be imitated. Hoadly is 
very exa€t and judicious, and both his Senfe 
and Stile juft, clofe and clear. The other three 
are very found, clear Writers ; only Scott is too 
{welling and pompous, and South is fomething 
too full of wit and /atére, and does not always 
obferve a decorum in his Stile. 


Remarks on the firft Column of the fecond 
Year. 


WELL S’s Aftronomy is fhort and eafy, 
and will give a good general View of that Sci- 
ence. Locke’s Human Underftanding muft be 

Ee 2 read, 
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read, being a Book fo much (and [add fo juft- 
ly) valued, however faulty the Author may 
have been in other Writings. La Hire’s fhort 
Piece will be eafy to one who underftands Eu- 
clid, and will be neceflary Cor fome other on 
the fame fubjeét ) to one who would well un- 
derftand the modern Aftronomy. Wbifton’s A- 
ftronomical Prelections will give you a further 
infight into Aftronomy than /Wells’s has done, 
and may be eafily underftood ; unlefs in fome 
nice Calculations, and elaborate Problems, which 
are but few; after a foundation laid in Arithe 
metick, Geometry and Trigonometry, which I 
fuppofe now done. Keé// is more difficult, and 
perhaps net to be attempted proprio Marte, or 
without the help of your Tutor. Cheyne will for 
the moft part be very eafy, after you under- 
ftand the two former ; and you may join Bent- 
Jey’s Sermons, and Huygens planetary World, if 
you have time; which will at once improve, 
and entertain you. Robault’s Phyficks are chiefly 
valuable for the Opticks, which are there laid 
down in the eafieft and cleareft manner : As to 
the reft, the excellent Notes that go along with 
it, are its beft Commentary : You may pafs over 
many Chapters, with only a curfory view, and 
entirely omit the three laft Parts, only obferving 
the Notes at the bottom of the pages, which 
are every where good. Read Weils’s Mecha- 
nicks, Staticks and Opticks, along with Ro- 
bault, which will very much contribute to the 
right underftanding fuch parts of him, or his 
Editor, as are upon thofe fubjects. You may 
add Le Clerc’s Phyficks, to give you a general 
view of an entire Syftem : but I fuppofe by this 
time you will be able to obferve fome defects, 

and 
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and correct fome miffakes Of the Author, as you 
read them. 


Remarks on the fecond avd third Columns. 


CAUSIN de Eloquentia, or fome other 
Rhetorick fhould be read ; not only to learn 
Oratory, but to be able to read any Orations 
with judgment, and to improve by them. Yet 
Voffius in 8vo may ferve, if you want time to 
perufe the other. You may add to both thefe, 
Rapin’s Works in two Volumes, which will 
give you a good tafte of Oratory and polite wri- 
ting, and direct you to form a judgment of 
Authors, ancient and modern. And this is all 
I need fay of the body of Authors in the fecond 
Column. 

The third contains only Zi/lot/ou’s Sermons ; 
the charaéter of which is too well known, to 
need any enlargement. ‘There is one or two 
points of Dottrine, particularly that of Hell- 
Torments, juftly exceptionable ; but that has been 
fo much taken notice of, and fo fully confuted 


by other Writers, particularly by the late learn- 
ed Dr. Lupton, in a Sermon before the Univer- 


fity of Oxford, and Dr. Whitby, in his Appendix 
to the fecond of the Theffalonians, that it is need- 
lefs for me to caution you any further againft 
it. He feems to have follow’d his Author too 
clofe ; the moft exceptionable part of the Ser- 
mon, being almoft a verbal Tranflation of Epi/~ 
copius. 


Ee 4 Remarks 
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Remarks on the firlt Column of tée third Year. 


THE two Theorifts, with Kez// upon them, 
may now be ufeful: There is a great deal of 
curious Learning and Philofophy in them, which 
a Student may very much improve himfelf by. 
Chronology is a neceffary part of Learning, and 
ought to be well underftood : ‘The two Authors 
here mention’d, may ferve at prefent ; If you 
would carry it further, get Strauchius, and join 
it with them. Some general view of Ethicks 
may be proper here, before you go further: 
Whitby’s is the lateft, and beft Syftem you will 
meet with. Puffeudorf and Grotius are admira- 
ble Books, and fhould be ftudied carefully : They 
are excellent Foundations for Cafuiftical Divi- 
nity ; and to them may be added Sanderfon’s Pre- 
le€tions, and Placett of Cenfcience. There is 
an Abridgment of Puffeudorf, done by himfelf, 
which may be ufefully read after the larger, to 
help the memory ; but I would not advife you 
to begin with it, unlefs you are much ftraiten’d 
in time ; for it is too fhort and full, to give you 
a diftinct knowledge of the Matters it treats 


of. 
Remarks on the fecond aud third Columns. 


I SHALL fay little of the Clafficks here 
mention’d, being well known. I place Homer 
before Mrgi/, becaufe the latter takes much from 
him. It might be proper to read Boffu of Epick 
Poetry, before you undertake them. Euripides 
perhaps need not be read at large, but only the 
feleét Plays in 8ve.

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I need not fay much of the Sermons in the 
third Column. Norris is a fine Writer, for Stile 
and Thought, and commonly juft, except in 
what relates to his World of Ideas, where he fome- 
times trifles. You may fee in the Appendix fome 
other Sermons, befides thefe mention’d ;.which 
if you have time to fpare, are very well worth 
reading and abridging. 


Remarks on the firft Column of the fourth Year. 


METAPHYSICKS are chiefly ufeful for 
clear and diftinct Conceptions. Baronius will 
give a general view of their Defign, and the 
Parts belonging to them : You may add Mal- 
branche, aud Norriss Ideal World. 'The three 
following Books in this Column are placed laft, 
as being perhaps more difficult to underftand, 
than any before mention’d, requiring much 
thought, and clofe application, to be a Mafter of 
the:n. 

The like account is to be given of the Claf- 
fick Authors, in the next Co/umn. 

As to the Books of Divinity, in the laft Co- 
luimn, fee general Direétions for Divinity, towards 
the end. 


YOU may wonder all this time, that I fay 
nothing of Hebrew, which muft be own’d to be 
extreamly neceflary to a Divine. I am very 
fentidle of it ; but unlefs you have learn’d fome- 
thing of it at School, (which if you have done, 
take care to carry it on, with your other Stu- 
dies) I fay, unlefs this be the cafe, you may 
conveniently defer the learning of it till you 


have taken a Degree ; for then you may lay afide 
Eea all 
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all other ftudies for a few months, till you make 
yourfelf mafter of it. And now if you defign 
for Orders prefently, it will not be improper to 
apply yourfelf wholly to Divinity for fome 
time: Wheretore I fhall add an Appendix, yet 
further to direct you how to proceed in it, af- 
ter you are Batchelor.

‘© In the Entrance upon each Subject, I have 
“ Jet nothing pafs, without clear Explication 
“© and Demonftration ; but in the progrefs, L 
“© have chofe to leave the Reader the pleafure 
“‘ of difcovering by himfelf fome of the moft 
“© eafy Conclufions ; of which, however, I have 
*¢ given him proper Intimations. 
** T have not been {crupuloufly exaé in ren- 
dring my Method of Demonftration perfeét- 
ly uniform, and in deducing any proofs im- 
mediately from firft Principles, or the next pre- 
ceding Propofitions ; but have rather made it 
my chief Endeavour to avoid every thing that 
might embarrafs, or difcourage my Readers : 
And when feveral Demonftrarions have of- 
fer’'d themfelves in proof of the fame Propo- 
“ fition, I have always chofe that which ap- 
‘* pear’d to me moft intelligible and fhort, ra- 
“ ther than that which perhaps might be 
“* thought more exatt.” 
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This is what the Author thought fit to write 
by way of Preface: But that Mr. Webfer may 
give a more compleat Idea of the Work, he 
briefly runs over the feveral particulars, that the 
Reader may the better fee what he is to expect 
under each head. 


1. Zhe Elements of Euclid. In this Traé, 
the Author has made a very judicious Extraét 
from the firft fix, and the eleventh and twelfth 
Books of Euclid, of every Propofition neceffary 
for the demonftration, and thorough underftand- 
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ing of the feveral parts of Mathematicks he has 
undertaken to treat of, and, indeed, all that is 
neceffary to be known by a Gentleman. He has 
handled this dry Subjeét in a very eafy and fa- 
miliar manner ; nor do I know any thing ex- 
tant of the like kind, at once fo compleat and 
fo concife. 


2. Arithmetick. Tho F. Hofte’s Traét upon 
Arithmetick is certainly very good, yet the Tran- 
flator having himfelf more fully treated this Sub- 
ject in his Arithmetick in Epitome ; which, by 
having pafs’d three Impreffions, appears to have 
met with a favourable Reception from the Pub- 
lick ; he thought it better to refer to that Trea- 
tife, than to enlarge this Work with the Tran- 
flation of his ; efpecially having brought his 
other Tracts into two Volumes, which all toge- 
ther make three in French : So that the number 
of Volumes in Englifb, with the addition of the

clearly and concifely handled : And before it, 
is prefix’d an eafy account of the Nature, Ufe, 
and Conftruction of Logarithms, of moft excel- 
lent fervice in Trigonometrical Operations. 


4. Praétical Geometry. 'This Part contains 
the Menfuration of Superficies and Solids ; the 
application of Trigonometry to the taking of 
Heights and Diftances ;.and a fhort View of that 
moft ufeful Art of Land-furveying. 


5. Mechae 
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5. Mechanicks. This Tract is perhaps the 
fhorteft, and yet the plaineft, of any extant up- 
on the Subject. 


6. Fortification. 'The Theory of this part of 
the military Art is here laid down upon the juft- 
eft Principles ; and the young Officer will there- 
in find that neceffary part of his Knowledge in 
a very narrow compals. 


». Gunnery. Under this head, the Author 
has made many curious Obfervations on the 
Laws of Motion, which he has here admirably 
applied to Projectiles ; fo that this Part is look’d 
upon as one of his greateft Mafter-pieces. 


8. Lhe Ufe of the Globes. In this Treatife, 
the Theory of both the Terreftrial and Celeftial 
Globes is fuccinétly explained ; and eafy Solu- 
tions given of feveral ufeful and delightful Pro- 
blems. To which is added, the projection of 
the Sphere z# plano, in a new and moft fami- 
liar light. 


9, 10. Navigation. 'This Subject the Author 
has divided into two Tra¢ts, which together 
make up One of his entire Volumes. In the firft, 
he has treated the matter in the common man- 
ner of other Authors, by applying the princi- 
ples of Trigonometry to the meafuring of Di- 
{tances and Departures, €%c. But in the fecond, 
which he calls the Manenvre, and which Mr. 
Webfter renders the working of a Ship, he has 
advanced a new and moft ufeful Theory, having 
( from the further Confideration of the Laws of 


Motion, and a due regard to the Form and Stru- 
cture 
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€ture of Veffels)) accounted for our whole Na- 
val practice, and given the ufe and power of 
every Sail in a Ship, as well as of that grand 
Inftrument of Guidance the Rudder, or Helm. 
As the Tranflation of this part of the Work 
was in a manner impacticable to any but a Sea- 
man, the Tranflator therein engaged the affi- 
{tance of an ingenious Friend, an experinced 
Sea-Captain ; who, upon reading it, not only 
undertook the work with pleafure, as having 
never feen any thing upon the Subject in Eng- 
lifb, but returned it into my hands with decla- 
rations of the higheft Satisfa€tion, in finding 
the reafons of a Prattice he was fo well ac- 
quainted with, fo clearly laid down and de- 
monftrated.

€ture of Veffels. Thefe feveral Works, with 
{ome Intimations communicated by others, are 
all here duly confider’d, in order to render this 
Piece Con a Subject fo adapted to the Concerns 
of a Nation, eminent above all others for the 
Figure they make in Maritime Affairs) as ufeful 
and compleat as poffible. 


And that it may be intelligible to every 
Reader, there is added an alphabetical Expla-

The Editor has likewife annex’d, by way of 
Appendix to the whole, the Defcription and Ufe 
of a compleat Sett of Pocket Inftruments ; a thing 
exceedingly ufeful, and extreamly wanted, as 
they are the neceflary Apparatus of every mathe- 
matical Student.

ie Book belonging to the Few7/b Canon 
of the Old Teftament, entitled Ecclefi- 
afies, in the judgment of F,. Hardouin, contains 
Solomon’s own words ; but he fays there are 
ftrong reafons to make us believe, that it was 
DECEMBER 1129. Ff not 
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not reduced into the order it appears in now, 
till a long time after his death, by fome other 
perfon, who did it by the order and confent of 
the High-prieft and Synagogue, and gave it 
the form it has, of a Sermon {poke by Solomon 
appearing after his death, haranguing the peo- 


ple upon all that had happen’d to him in his — 


life. 

F. Hardouin does not affirm of the Book of 
Eicclefiafes, what a modern Author has of the 
Book of the Wi/dom of Solomon ; 'That the Au- 
thor thereof was a Greek, who only endeavour’d 
to imitate the Stile and Thoughts of Solomon, 
and publifhed them under his name. On the 
contrary, he maintains, that the Hebrew text 
of the Ecclefiaffes was put in the form it ap- 
pears now in, from the original writings of So- 
éomon himfelf; and that it was from this origi- 
nal Hebrew text, that the Author of the Vul- 
gate (who is commonly believed to have been 
St. Zerom) made his tranflation. But the He- 
brew text of Solomon, adds he, from which the 
Ecclefiaftes is compofed, was not coileéted nor 
put together, till after the defolation of the 
Temple, in the time of the Captivity, under 
the High-priefthood of Fo/edec, the Son of the 
High-prieft Savajas, whom Nebuchadnezzar put 
to death, after the taking of that City. The 
Jaft Chapter of this Work, which all Commen- 
tators had hitherto confider’d only as a whol- 
fome Admonition to Youth, to fet Ged always 
before their eyes, before old Age overtakes them, 
with all its weaknefs and infirmities ; but which 
he looks upon and judges to be a Prophecy of 
the Babylonifh Captivity, appears to him a de- 
monitrative proof of this opinion. But we me 
refer 
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refer the Reader, for this new Explication, to 
the work itfelf, as well as tor the argument he 
deduces from thence, to fhew 1. That the text 
of the book is Solomon’s : And 2d/y, 'That it was 
not reduced to the order it is now in, till after 
the Captivity. 

However this is, F. Hardouin afcribes only 
the firft verfe of the book of Ecclefiafies, toge- 
ther with the fix laft, to the Compiler of this 
Work : Every where elfe, he fays, they are So- 
Jomon’s own words, which he colle&ts trom the 
genuine and original writings of this Prince ; 
but which he does not give us in a diy manner, 
and by way of independent maxims and apho- 
rifms, as in the book of Proverbs: But he in-: 
troduces him preaching in the way of a contis 
nued difcourfe, which is begun and ended with 
one text ; but it is not till atter his death, that 
he brings him in thus preaching, he not having 
publifhed it himfelf during his life. This ap- 
pears plain and evident to F. Hardouin, trom a 
number of expreffions ufed in this book, that 
neceffarily intimate, he fays, the return of a 
Man from the other world, teaching us to de- 
{pife the vanities of this. 


Such are, 1ft, The expreffion in the 12th ver, 
of the firft chapter; Ego ecclefiaftes fut rex I[raeb 
in Ferufalem.; I was formerly king of Ijrael. A 
manner of {peaking which is conftantly obferved 
throughout this book, whenever he is mention- 
ed, it is always in the preterit tenfe, and relates 
to a former age and time. 

Such is, 2dly, that other phrafe and expref- 
fion that fo often occurs here, Sub fole, Under 
the fun; and which is put into the mouth of 
Solomon, at leaft thirty times in this fhort book, 
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and which occurs no where elfe in the whole 
Scripture. 

Who can exprefs himfelf thus, fays F. Har- 
douin, but one inhabiting another world, not 
enlighten’d by our Sun ? Or, if one may ufe 
the expreffion of a Claflick on this occafion, 
thofe dark fhades and abodes that want the light 
of the Sun; Zriftes fine fole domos. 





After having thus endeavour’d to confirm and 
eftablifh his opinion, the Author gives an Ana- 
lyfis of the book, after which he adds his Parae 
phrafe upon each chapter and verfe contained 
jn it; and concludes the, whole with thefe 
words ; What ore fublime Moral was there nee 
ceffary, for workmen and labourers, vine-dreffers 
and werchauts* He gives a great encomium to 
the Author of the Vulgate tranflation, whofe 
great capacity and skill, both in the knowledge 
of the two languages, the Hebrew and Latin, 
as well as in the underftanding and difcovering 
the true fenfe of the holy Scriptures, he fays, 
has often given him frequent occafion of admi- 
ration. He dds, at the end of the preliminary 
Difcourfe, fome probable reafons, to induce us 
to think favourably of the falvation of Solomon.

1/, As to the firft, the Author owns that this 
Book is not all wrote by one hand: That the 
greateft part thereof, which is in fome meafure 
dramatick, and abounds in metaphors, and which 
begins at the third verfe of the third chapter, 
is wrote by fob himfelf, as the Title of the 
Work implies. That Zod alfo, after his reco- 
very, he fays, wrote the converfation he had 
with his friends, which he amplified and adorned 
as an orator, and allo gave it a poetical caft and 
turn, mixing many metaphors therein, and fe« 
veral enigmatical terms, atter the manner of the 
eaftern nations, and alfo interfperfing it with a 
great number of maxims full of moral inftructi- 
ons. 

















As to the hiftorical part, which is only a fim- 
ple relation of faéts, and which is contained 
chiefly in the two firft chapters, and the end of 
the laft, from the feventh verfe, viz. F. Har- 
douin thinks the prophet Ezekie/ was the author

Il. As for the fecond enquiry, or, In what lan- 
guage this book was wrote ? He fays it was firft 
wrote inHebrew, in the language which J/aiab calls 
the language of Canaan ; becaufe Canaan and his 
defcendants preferved that language, by fettling 
and eftablifhing themfelves in Paleftine, without 
going (as the other children of Noah did) in- 
to the land of Sennaar, where begun the con- 


fufion of languages. Yet he difcovers in this ; 


book above a hundred words taken from the 
neighbouring languages ; as, the Syriac, the 4- 
vabick, and the Chaldee ; words, which he fays 
are not to be found in any other of the facred 
Authors.

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IV. After having related the general defign 
of the book of Fob, which all the world knows 
is no other than to give an example of pati- 
ence, and to fhew that mz/ery may happen to 
the righteous, as well as to the wécked in this 
world ; F. Hardouin difcovers another, which 
ought infinitely to augment our efteem of it, 
and to which the great regard, he fays, the 
Synagogue had for it was owing ; viz. That it 
contains, in epitome, a great number of facts 
which are related in the facred Books before 
him. Of thefe he here enumerates no lefs than 
thirty feven Articles. As none before F. Har- 
douin ever made thefe difcoveries ; it is to his 
Paraphrafe and Notes we muft refer the Reader, 
for the proof and confirmation thereof.

Yoruine can do more honour to a pri- 
vate fubjeét, or tranfmit his name with 
greater luftre and glory to future ages, than the 
foundation which the Count de Marfig/z has late- 
ly laid, and the eftablifhment he has made, for 
the advancement of all the liberal Arts and Sci- 
ences in the City of Bologna, which is his na- 
tive foil; nor to the Senate of the fame 
city, which fo readily concurr’d with, and con- 
firm’d the great and noble defigns of the Count. 
We find united in this Effablifhment, whatever 
can contribute to the progrefs and advancement 
of the Arts and Sciences. ‘There are Profeffors 
eftablifh’d, to teach youth ; and an Academy of 
learned and able men, to hold an affembly 
there. 

The Library is furnifh’d with a great number 
of choice printed Books and MSS. There are 
feveral Cabinets, which contain whatever there 
is, that is moft curious in natural philofopby, me- 
chanicks, and natural biftory ; and all the Inftru- 
ments neceflary for thofe Sciences ; and alfo 
thofe for Afronomy, Chymifiry, Painting, Defign, 
and Architecture. 'Thofe who love Antiquity, 
will here alfo find what will abundantly fatisfy 
their curiofity. 

And that nothing might be wanting to this 
FEftablifoment, the Count de Marfigli has alfo 
made them a prefent of a Printing-houfe, fine- 
ly furnifh’d with all the neceffary utenfils. He 
has entrufted the religious Dominicans of Bo- 
Jogna with the government and direction of this 
Houfe ; 
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Houfe ; and has order’d that it be call’d, the 
Printing- Houfe of St. Thomas Aquinas. There 
are here not only Latim, Greek and Hebrew 
charaéters, but alfo thofe of the modern Ori- 
ental languages, as the Zurkifb, Arabick, &e. 
The exercifes of Piety are to accompany the 
ftudy of the Arts and Sciences ; for which he 
has therefore built a very ‘noble and {pacious 
Chapel. 

All the A&ts which have pafs’d for this Efa- 
blifoment, between the Count de Marfigli and 
the Senate of Bo/ogua, and between the fame 
Count and the Dominican Fathers, are con- 
tained in this Volume ; together with the Sta- 
tutes for the Effablifhment of the Society, for 
the advancement of Arts and Sciences at Bo- 
logna.
